MANY SPEECHES YET TO BE DELIVERED 
ON THE QUESTION. 


Three or Four Weeks’ Time May Be Con- 
sumed in the Weary Debate—Pres!- 
dent Cleveland Stends on the Platform 
of Unconditional Repeal—Proceedings 
in the F’-se To-Day. 

D. C., Sept. 9%.—President 
Clevelat.«tbsolutely refuses to consent to 
grant any concessions in the silver fight. 
More than this, he will not promise to agree 
to any recognition of silver, even should the 
repeal bill be passed. This is the sum and 
substance of his position as reported by Sen- 
ators who hada conference with him yester- 
day. It renewed the confidence of the friends 
of unconditional repeal, who asserted last 
evening their unwavering taith in the final 
passage of the measure. 

The publication of the fealing of compro- 
mise that wasin the air led a good many 
Southern Senators to hope and believe that 
perhaps the crowns of thorns, which, as 
some of them said yesterday, they have been 
asked to wear, might be lifted from their 
vexed and anxious brows. Their position 
wes well known. With the interests of 
their party at heart, they were fain to pre- 
gent, if possible, some salve which would 
take away the soreness of upconditional 
repeal. Thethorough debate in the Senate 
is arousing the people of their section, and 
letters are beginning to pour in appealing to 
them to stand out against the proposed leg- 
lation. Aware of this condition, they 
waited with eager interest the report from 
the President. When the latter's position 
became known it caused a temporary 
cessation of the compromise talk. With 
the understanding that the President 1s 
upon the platform of ‘‘unconditional 
repealor nothing,’’ the Senators have set- 
tle | themselves down for a long siege. In 
the meantime the Democrats in the Senate, 
o are concerned for their party, will make 
nu careful canvass and see if votes cannot be 
secured for some measure that will command 
sufficient votes to insure its passage. There 
will be plenty of timeto make this poll, for 
enough speeches are already in course of 
preparation to occupy three or four weeks if 
they are needed. They will not be delivered 
intheir lengthy entirety if atany moment 
the votes necessary tothe passage of some 
concessions are secured.

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THE ATLANTA'S CONDITION. 


One Hundred Thousand Dollars Needed to 
Fut Her in Repair. 


WASHINGTOR, Sept. 9.—The damage tothe 
United States cruiser Atlanta through the 
culpable disregard by some officersof the 
navy regulations governing the care and 
preservation of their ships will cost the Gov- 
ernment $100,000 and deprive it of the services 
of that vessel for over seven months. A de- 
talled report ot the work necessary to put 
the Atlanta in condition, including those 
water-tight compartment doors, which were 
allowed to rust so as to prevent them from 
closing, and for which no one seemingly can 
be held responsible for their disgraceful 
state, shows that over $100,000 will have been 
used when she is again ready for service. 
Entire decks will be putin, and the greater 

art of her machinery will ulre attention. 

ier boilers are said to be in a fair condition, 
and will last through another cruise. 
Changes are tobe made by the Ordnance 
Bureau in her mainand secondary batteries, 
which will greatly improve the efficiency of 
the vessel. Six-inch centrifugal guns are to 
be placed forward and aft in place of those 
now aboard, This is done to admit of great- 
er radius of fire than is allowed by those 
which are now worked on the gun circles on 
her forward, starboard and after rt car. 
riages. Her secondary battery will also de 
changed by thesxeubstitation of rapid-fire 
pieces for the HotchbKiss cannon she now 
rries. 


UNDER MARTIAL LAW. 


Minister Thompson Fears Rio de Janctro 
Will Be Bombarded. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—Martial law has 
been declared at Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, and 
it is feared the city will be bombarded by the 
revolting navy. Word to this effect from 
Miuister Thompson at Rio de Janeiro 
was received by the State Do- 
partment here at noon to-day. Secretary 
Gresham at once opened communication 
with the Navy Department and informed it 
of the condition of affairsin Bregzil. A con- 
sultation was had as to what United States 
vessels were available to be sent to the scene 
of the disturbance to protect American in- 
terests. 

Prior to the receipt of Minister Thompson's 
message the War Department had deter- 
mined to take time by the forelock, and 
orders Mere sent to Terry, commanding the 
United States cruiser Newark, now fitting 
out at Norfolk, Va., to hurry up his prepa- 
tions for departure, and to set sail without 
delay for Rio.

WAR TALK REVIVED 


Parisian Newspapers on the New Phase 
of the Siam Question. 
GERMANY TO BE PROVIDED WITH 4 
MEDITERRANEAN COALING STATION. 


Ite Location a Secret, but Italy Is to Sup- 
ply the Island—The Home Rule Bill 
Defeated in the House of Lords by a 
Large Majority—The Cholera Inquiry 
—Foreign Affairs. 


Paris, Sept. 9.—The story of the fresh 
complications which have arisen between 
France and Siam is fully confirmed to-day by 
the utterances ofthe French press upon the 
subject. There is no doubt that France is 
fretting under the sneering comments made 
in foreign newspapers upon her alleged 
backdown before England’s frm attitude in 
the Siamese dispute, and there is still less 
doubt that the French Government is de- 
termined that the foreign press shall not 
easily have another such chanceto hold up 
the republic to ridicule. 

Much irritation is felt against England 
from the fact that it is admitted that she is 
supporting, if not advising, Siam in the dila- 
tory attitude the latter country has assumed 
in the treatment of the concessions made to 
France. In consequence the French news- 
papers are spurring the Government to make 
a determined effort to teach England not to 
interfere with the colonial policy of France. 
Not only has the Earlof Dufferin postponed 
his proposed vacation in Switzerland, but, it 
is added, dispatches of a most important 
nature were exchanged yesterday between 
the British Foreign Office and the British Em- 
bass y in Paris. 

The Festa fette to-day, commenting on the 
recent alarming developments in the Siamese 
question, fully confirms the Figaro’s 
statements, cabled yesterday con- 
cerning the negotations in Stam. 
The Figaro said that the dispute between 
France and Siam was far from settled and in- 
timated that the Siamese have not only 
failed to evacuate the territory ceded to 
France, but that they have fatled even to 
give orders tothe officers commanding the 
native forces to evacuate the ports on the 
left bank of the Mekong and an effort to 
entorce this evacuation, withthe assistance 
of the French gunboats, was hinted at. 

The E£stafette, continuing, resents the inter- 
ference ofthe British House of Commons in 
the Siamese question, classing the action of 
the Commons as meddling, after Lord Rose- 
berry’s admission that England had no in- 
terest in the dispute. 


France, says the Xstafette, hwart the 
plans of the British Government, e latter 
is anxious to obtain the spoils conquered by 


others. 

Finally the paper referred to demandsa 
full realization of the object of the recent 
negotiations as being urgently needed in 
order to further French interests in the East.

France. 

To add to the interest taken in the Siamese 
question as likely to affect the peace of 
Europe, the Figaro this morning makes a 
most important announcement. It is tothe 
effect that Germany, having been informed 
that the visit of the Russian fleet to Toulon 
will result in the establishment of a coaling 
station for Russian war vessels on the French 
coast, has asked for and obtained, as a 
counterdlast, the cession of a small island on 
the Italian coast, in order to use this island 
as a coaling depot for the dattleships 
of Germany. England is said to have 
been consulted by both Italy and Germany 
before this important move on the European 
chess - board was made; in fact, it is believed 
that the whole matter was discussed and 
settied during the recent yachting visit of the 
Emperor of Germany to England. 

If reports are to be believed, the Italian 
island thus ceded to Germany isto be con- 
verted into a German rendezvous fortress in 
the Mediterranean somewhat similar tothe 
Islond of Malta. The exact situation of the 
coming German fortress in the Mediterranean 
is not yet announced, but it is said 
to be admirably adapted forthe purposes it is 
intended for, being within fair steaming 
distance of the Dardanelles and not far from 
the Suez Canal. Germany, itisfurther re- 
ported, when once this island is provisioned 
and stored with ammunition, coal, etc., will 
keep a permanent squadron there prepared, 
under certain circumstances, tosupport the 
allied fieets in case of a European entangie- 
ment ofa warlike nature. Rumor also has it 
that it was at first proposed thatan English 
island in the Mediterranean should be ceded 
to Germany for the purposes referred to; but 
it is said it was represented to the German 
Emperor that there must be considerable op- 
position in England to sucha as and asa 
result it was decided that Italy should fur- 
nish the naval fortress necessary to Germany 
in order to enable ber fleet to be used with 
good effect in the Mediterranean. 


HOME RULE DEFEATED IN THE LORDS. 
LonpDon, Sept. 9.—The House of Lords was 
crowded yesterday when the Earl of Cean- 
brook (Conservative) resumed the debate on 


the home rule bill. Inthe palace yard a spe- 
cial force of police were siationed to prevent 
eg pg demonstration after the division on

Lord High Chancellor Herschell, in his plea 
for the bill, spoke of the American Constitu- 
tion as having been framed dy a handful of 
Englishmen, and pointed to it with pride. 

At 10 p. m. Lord Salisbury made his last 
speech in opposition to the bill. The House 
was acked with nobles, friends 

Ireland and diplomats, United 
States Minister Bayard being among 
the number. The clergy of England was 
represented by seven bishops and the Arch- 
Dishop of Canterbury. 

Salisbury was cheered all through his 
speech especially when he denounced the 
men who would govern Ireland in case the bill 
should pass as men who had been found 
guilty of criminal conspiracy.

At the close of his speech the division was 
called for and resulted in the defeat of the 
bill by a vote of 4'9 to 41.

While we believe 
thatthe individual should be guided in this matter 
by the dictates of aright conscience, we cannot too 
strongly commend every legitimate effort to im- 
press upon our fellow-men the dangers arising not 
only from the abuse, but too often from the use of 
intoxicating drink. To this end we approve and 
most heartilycommend the temperance and total 
abstinence societies already formed in many par- 
ishes, and we advise their multiplication and ex- 
tension. We favor the enactmentof appropriate 
legisiation to resirict aud regulste the sale of in 
toxicating liquors and, emphasizing the admonition 
of the last plenary council e timore, we urge 
Catholics everywhere to get out and keep out of the 
salooa business. 

10. To the members of the secular clergy, relig- 
ious and lalty who are devoting thefr noble work to 
educating the Iadian and negro races, we extend 
our heariy sympathy, and ef our co-operation. 
Wecengratulate them on the consoling success 
thus far attending their labors, and wish them God

THE CHINESE QUESTION. 


Rigid Enforcement of the Geary Law Will 
Result in Complications. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 8.—There appears 
to be little, if any, doubt that the present 
Administration intends to enforce the Geary 
Chinese exclusion act. And in case the law 
is rigidly enforced Yang Yu, the new Chinese 
Minister to this country, will, it is said, 
withdraw to China. For the past forty-eight 
hours he has been besieged with telegrams 
from Chinese subjects throughout the coun- 
try asking for a verification of the report 
that President Cleveland and his Cabinet had 
decided to put the Geary law into effect. 
The Chinese Six companies in San Francisco 
have been in telegraphic communication 
with him ever since his arrivalin Washing- 
ton. 

The Attorney-General, itis stated, will in- 
struct the United States Marshals to enforce 
the law and bring every unregistered China- 
man in their districts to the designated ports 
for deportation. 

Solicitor Reeve of the Treasury Department 
says: ‘*There is no disposition on the part of 
any officerof the Government to shirk the 
execution of the provisions of the Geary act. 
A circular will be issued by the Treasury De- 
partment to the inspection officers, directing 


them to comply with the provisions of the 


Geary actto the extent of the funds appro- 
rriated. These funds are entirely inadequate 
for the enforcement of the law and will not 
bold out fora great while. When they are 
exhausted the responsibility will rest, not 
> the customs officers, but with Congress 
itself.

JUDGE PHILIPS’ NOTION

My notion about an order of court is that it 
ought to be obeyed and that its sentence 
ought to be executed according tothe spirit 
ofthe law. The command of a mittimus is 
that the jailer receive and safely keep in 
prison the party sentenced. Under such a 
writ the jailer has no right to permit the 
prisoner to go atlarge at will. Such confine- 
ment is a mere mockery and is calculated to 
bring judicial procedure into deserved popu- 
lar contempt. 

This is very true, but sucha loose execu- 


tion of a judicial order is not the surest 
way of bringing fudicial procedure into 
contempt. When courts are prostituted to 
the ends of infustice, when legal machin- 
ery is employed to further the ends of 
fraud and oppression, when common 
swindlers use the technicalities of the law 
not only to shaet them from the just con- 
sequenc@®s di their crimes, but to aid them 
in collecting the profit of their nefarious 
transactions—then, indeed, does judicial 
procedure incur popular contempt. 

In this St. Clair County case there is ab- 
solutely no ground of justice to warrant 
the imprisonment, of the county officers.

STORY OF JOHNNY’S KITE. 

Some very surprising discoveries have 
been made in medical science during the 
past ten years. It has been ascertained, 
for instance, that everything we eat, drink 
and wear contains deadly poison or little 
devils. known as microbes and things, 
which are just as destructive as poison. 
There may be some exceptions, but this is 
a pretty fair general statement of the most 
recent discoveries, 

The New York Medical Record put cows’ 
milk in the index expurgatorius a short 
time ago on the ground that it produced 
consumption. This was very discouraging 
to persons who mortify the flesh by eating 
**wholesome food’’ which they don’t like, 
and who had justseen oatmeal condemned 
asafoeto humanity. But the most sur- 
prising of alladvanced kickshaws is the 
resolution of the International Congress of 
Hygiene, that slanting script causes dis- 
ease, and that in vertical writing only lie 
the power and potency of long life. Dr. 
Shaw of New York made some experiments 
along the line of this wonder with 1,300 
pupilsinthe public schools, selecting for 
the purpose the sentence, ‘‘Johnny 
is flying his paper kite.“ This 
sentence, it appears, was chosen be- 
cause it contains a good many long let- 
ters and because the child can remember it 
easily. After writing it in the usual way 
a few times the children’s eyes were blind- 
folded. Then they wrote the story in ver- 
tical script. They were blindfolded in or- 
der to eliminate from the child’s mind 
the consciousness of the slant. While the 
torture went on the doctor took 3, 600 
measurements of angles, lengths, widths 
and things, and then resorted to the 
higher mathematics to make some ealcula- 
tons. The result of it all was thatgach- 
itic diseases, myopia, curvature of the 
spine (lateral), and several other interest- 
ing maladies were found in the apparently 
innocent story of Johnny’s paper kite, 
written in inclined script. 

These discoveries concerning cows’ milk 
and paper kites are of the sort called im-

Writing to the Hartford Post, Mr. Fred- 
erick Whitmore of Springficld, Mass., an 
electrician of large experience, remarks 
that the average increase in net earnings 
under electric traction is about 90 per cent 
in large cities, and this is because of more 
travel. In no case are the fares higher. 

This is a remarkable and gratifying re- 
sult of the introduction of the new motive 
power, which is the more pleasing be- 
cause itis attended with a corresponding 
addition to the comfort and convenience 
of urban population. With the new sys- 
tem the suburban home is no longer a ter- 
rorto the business man, nor an impossi- 
bility to wage earners. The most notice- 
able effect of the introduction of electricity 
in city transportation is the rapid diffusion 
of the population over wider areas, the ac- 
quisition of homes in localities where 
land is cheap, but within easy reach of the 
business centers. It may be doubted 
whether the tendency to mass the people 
in unwholesome and uncomfortable 
quarters is not completely overcome and 
there is reason to hope that the squalid 
tenement will be abandoned for cheap 
homes rented or owned in more commodi- 
ous quarters, where fresh air and a little 
playground for the children can be en joyed 
without excessive charge. 

The honor of leadership in this benefi- 
cent movement belongs to St. Louis. Here 
the merits of the electric system first re- 
ceived adequate recognition and here the 
experiment was first tried on a large scale. 
The gains are seen not only in increasing 
population and business improvement, but 
in the greater comforts of life and im- 
proved condition of the whole population.

GOOD ADVICE. 


An Englishman who traveled in this 
country and was more than usually ob- 
servant of the essentials of American life 
commented on the fact that people crowded 
into cities and starved, while vast tracts 
of unoccupied land invited them to go 
West’’ and earn their living on farms. 

To see this vast Northwest (sald he) and un- 
limited resources calling aloud to the unem- 
ployed workingmen in the Eastern cities to 
come and participate in its unbounded 
wealth and to read daily that instead of their 
immediately organizing to come out bere, 
they remain in the Eastern cities, calling 
out that they have no work to door food to 
eat, seems to mea lamentableinconsistency. 
Surely they are consigning themselves to the 
agonizing condition of Tantalus and literally 
dying of thirst with water up to their lips 


and fruit hanging over their heads. 
The Springfield (Mass.) Republican 


quotes this utterance approvingly and 
seems to think the Englishman’s conclu- 
sions are as shrewd as his observations. 

But had the observations been more ex- 
tensive it would have been seen that dis- 
content prevails among the farmers, East 
and West, as well as among the idle popu- 
lation of the great cities. With wheat 
selling at 40 or 50 centsa bushel and other 
agricultural products correspondingly de- 
pressed, with farms mortgaged by their 
owners, who cannot find the money to pay 
their debts, and who are descending from 
ownership to tenantcy, there is little to 
tempt the wage-earner to exchange his 
chances in the city forthe bleak certain- 
ties of a prairie farm. And besides, there 
is no evidence to be found in the prices 
current of agricultural products to warrant 
the belief that more is wanted. On the 
contrary, the opposite conclusionis sug- 
gested—that there is an over-production of 
food. With this fact staring him in the 
face the city man cannot be blamed very 
much if he stays where he can see the good 
things of life, even though he cannot par- 
take of them. 

The truth is that distress in town and 
country is referable to a common cause 
and will abate with its removal. Poverty 
among farmers and city workers is pro- 
duced by unwise legislation, which has 
fostered a class at the expense of the mass. 
Overproduction on the farms is simply the 
other side of under consumption in town. 
The exchange of products has been re- 
stricted at the behest of greedy men, who 
find it pleasant to live by the sweat of 
other men’s brows. Abolish these re- 
strictions and we shall soon see 4 re- 
distribution of population, the surplus 
going wherever it can find the best profit 
under the natural laws of trade. Until 
this is done it is useless for prosperous 
people to give advice to the unfortunate.

Pensions and Greed. 
From the New York WORLD. 

Ex-President Harrison, whose signature to 
pension bills pauperized what should bea 
rollof honor and doubled its costa quarter 
of a century after the end of the war, asks: 

Has the moth of avarice, the canker of 
greed, so eater into the hearts of this gener- 
ation that they are unmindful of these men? 
God forbid! 

The figures are the best answer to this 
politico- pious ejaculation. 

Is there any indication of the ravages of 
the moth of avarice’’ or the ‘‘canker of 
greeda’’ in an annual expenditure of $160,000, - 
000 for pensions? If this is stinginess, what 
is Mr. Harrison’s idea of liberality? 

The cost of our pension list exceeds the 
cost ot any standing army in the world. It 
is four times as great as that of the combined 
pension lists of warlike Europe. HM absorbs 
nearly 50 percent of our totalrevenues. It 
is $100,000,000 more than the entire cost of the 
Government in the year before the war. 

Itis estimeted that 1,500,000 Union soldiers 
survived the war. There are nearly 1,000,- 
000 names on the pension roll to-day. 

Does this look like ingratitude? Is it not 
much more like reckless prodigality and in- 
discrimipate pensioning? 


How It Works.

While going down in the train Thursday 
from Doylestown I chanced to meet a friend 
who is engaged in manufacturing cigars, and 
while on the way he explained to me how 
that beautiful McKinley bill and the John 
Sherman silver bill were the means of throw- 
ing 112 persons out of work. He said that he 
sent an order to a dealer in Philadelphia for 
a lot of Sumatra wrappers, and with it his 
check. The cost of the tobacco, including 
the duty on the same, which is $2 per pound, 
and his profit, which was 8 cents per pound, 
brought the cost up to $3.50 per pound. He 
went to get his check, which was sent in 
payment tor the tobacco, cashed, when the 
bank demanded 4 per cent for the currency, 
which would make the amount of premium 
demanded on the price of one pound of to- 
da ces 14 cents, or 6 cents more than his 
profits were per pound, and the dealer there- 
fore refused to fillthe order, which caused a 
stoppage in the factory for four days, threw- 
ing Out of work 112 hands. When asked if the 
American wrapper would not answer his 
purpose, he replied that America only pro- 
duced 20 per centof the wrappers used in this 
country. I would like some protectionist to 
explain where the benefit of the McKinley 
bill is apparent in this case.

The troubles of Judges Copenhaver, Lyons 
and Nevitt, comprising the court of st. Clair; ¢ 
County, who are in prison at Kansas City for 
contempt of the United States Court, are in- 
creasing: The} refused to obey an order of 
Judge John F. Philipsto levy a tax for the 
payment of certain bonds issued by St. Clair 
County many years ago. Their refusal was 
due to a fear of popular indignation because 
the citizens of the county declared 
that the bonds were corruptly issued. 
Recent reports from Kansas City revealed 
a scheme of the Judges to gain their freedom 
and escape the wrathof the people. The 
plan is for them to submit their resignations 
to Gov. Stone, who is sald to be inclined tu 
accept them and thus help themto enjoy 
liberty once more. Their scheme rests on 
the presumption that Judge Philips of the 
Federal Court will release them as soon as 
by their resignation they are no longer abie 
to levy the obnoxious tax. But Judge Philips, 
it is said, will refuse to recognize the 
resignations and will keep the judiciary of 
St. Clair County in prison. This state of af. 
fairs is expected to renew the unpleasant- 
ness between Gov. Stone and the Federal 
juris=§ which attracted so much attention last 
Winter.

Still, I would defferentially draw Dr. Brew- 
ers attention to the circumstance that there 
fs an Italian word cuccagna, meaning a land 
of pleasure and delight. In the fourteenth 
century, on the occasion of public festivals 
at Naples, it was the custom to erect in one 
of the squares of the city a sham mountain, 
which was supposed to represent Vesuvias, 
and from the crater of this mimic volcano 
flowed an eruption of sausa cooked 
meatand macaroni, for which the rabble 
scrambled ana fought, The festivity was 
Called a “‘cuccagna,’’ from the French ‘‘*cog- 
Bee, which had been brought by Charles 
VIII. to Naples; but the word itself was de- 
rived from ‘*‘cog,’* an equivalent fora com- 
bat, a dispute or contestation.

Catsup Making. 


Now is the time when all housekeepers are 
interested in the rules and regulations which 
govern catsup making. 

Remember to select perfect fruit. Cook in 


porcelain and bottle in glass or stone jars. 
Keep in a cool, dry, dark place. Ifon open- 
ing there is a leathery mold on top, care- 
fully remove every particle of it, and the cat- 
sup will not be injured. On the other hand, 
if there are white specks of mold all through 
the catsup, it is spoiled. Here area few 
recipes for different kinds of catsup which, if 
ton , are sure to add relish to many a winter 
meal: 

Tomato Catsup.—Boil one dushel of ripe 
tomatoes, skins and all, and when soft drain 
through a colander to remove the skins only. 
Mix one cupof salt, two pounds of brown 
sugar, half an ounce of cayenue pepper, 
three ounces each of ground allspice, mace 
and celery seed, two ounces of ground ein- 
na mon, and stir into the tomato. Add two 
quarts of best cider vinegar, and when 
thoroughly mixed strain through a sieve. 
Pour all that runs through into a large Kettle 
and boil slowly till reduced one-half. It is 
an improvement to adda pint of brandy ten 
minutes before the catsup is done. Put it in 
small bottles, seal and keep in a cool, dark 
piace. 

Gooseburry Catsup—To four quarts of 
gooseberries add three pounds of sugar, one 
pint of vinegar, one tablespoon each of 
ground cloves, allspice and cinnamon. Tne 
gooseberries should be nearly or quite ripe. 
Take off the blossoms, wash and put them 
into a porcelain Kettle, scald, then put 
through a colander,add the sugar and spices, 
boll fifteen minutes;then add the vinegar; 
bottle immediately before it cools. 

Cucumber Catsup-—Take three dozen 
cucumbersand eighteen onions peeled and 
chopped very fine. Sprinkle on them three- 
fourths ofa pint oftable salt. Put the whole 
ina sieve and let it drain well over night; 
add a teacup of mustard seed, half teacup of 
ground black pepper and mix well. Cover 
with good cider vinegar.
